The work of redistricting Massachusetts 
in accordance with the reapportionment 
bill recently passed by Congress, will 
begin this week 

This information was given out today 
by Senator Charles V. Blanchard of 
Somerville, chairman of the redistricting 
committee, who announces that the first 
public hearing will be held at room 429 
at the State House on Aug. 17. 

The reapportionment bill this 
state two new congressional districts, 
and two congressmen in addition to the 
14 now representing the state. Another 
redistricting will not come until after 
the next national census in 1920. 

Although official notice from Wash- 
ington to begin the work has not been 
received by the committee, Senator 
Blanchard said, the work will be started. 
President Taft having signed the reap- 
portionment bill. The official notifica- 
tion is expected daily, The date for the 
first meeting of the committee has not 
been set. It will be devoted to organiza- 
tion and to assigning the members to 
their portion of the work. 

The eastern section of the state will 
gain the two new districts, according to 
Senator Blanchard, but their location is 
as vet uncertain. 

Although Boston’s increase in popula- 
tion might warrant a fourth congres- 
sional district in the city, this will prob- 
ably not be done, he said. Some of the 
wards of Boston may be included in‘a 
new district to be made up in part of 
outlying towns, 

The ‘three Boston congressional dis- 
tricts have gone Democratic ever since 
their establishment in 1901, and some 
members of the committee believe that 
if one of the new distriets were made up 
wholly or largely of Boston wards, this 
too might become Democrati-

NEWPORT, R. I.—The yachtsmen of 
the York Yacht Club fleet 
joined today by delegation 
Newport society in the thirteenth revival 
of the race for the Astor cups for sloops 
and schooners and the nineteenth anni- 
versary of the establishment of the race 
by Ogden Goelet. 

Six schooners and 13 sloops ambled out 
of the harbor to the start off Brenton’s 
reef lightship, followed by a big squad- 
ron of steam vachts, including the Noma, 
upon board of which Col. John Jacob 
Astor, the donor of the trophy, had in- 
Vited many friends to meet his intended 
bride, Miss Madeline Force of New York. 

The Casino, Bellevue avenue and Bail- 
ev’s beach were while social 
Philadelphia, Providence and _ Boston 
were also represented in the yachts that 
followed the racing yachts. 

The six schooners entered 
were Morton F. Plant’s Elena, 
Cochran’s Westward, E. Walter Clark’s 
Irolita, William  E.islin’s Enchantress, 
Harold Vanderbilt’s Vagrant and George 
Scott’s Miladi. 

The single sticker starters were George 
M. Pynchon’s Istalena; Daniel Bacon’s

thirty-third, to be held here 
Aug. 15-18. Several former champions 
are expected to compete, the total list 
of entries probably reaching in numbers 
between 35 and 50 and inclding some of 
the world’s greatest archers. 

H. B. Richardson of Boston, the Har- 
vard athlete who won the tournament 
last year with the remarkable double 
York round score of 231-1111, which ex- 
celled the former national record of 215- 
995, held for many years by Col. Robert 
Williams, Jr., of Washington, intends 
to shoot in the meet this year. He has 
recently returned from a bow and arrow 
hunting trip in Alaska and British Co- 
lumbia with Col. Will Thompson of 
Seattle, who is also expected to shoot 
in the national meet. 

Mr. Richardson is considered by many 
the greatest shot in the world today. 
But there are others who are counted 
upon to give the Boston man a close 
shoot, notably Homer S. Taylor, Chica- 
go’s leading archér, who has one national 
championship to his credit and has made 
second score in every tournament for the 
last five years. Taylor has been doing 
some remarkable shooting this season, 
his lowest York score for the season 
being 108-492 and his highest 125-665, 
the latter being the highest score made 
in this country in years. He has not 
made a double York lower than 1000 and 
two over 1200, the highest being 243- 
1242, which is but little short of the 
famous Horace A. Ford score of 1251, 
which has constituted the world’s record 
since 1867. Another remarkable score 
recently made by Taylor was a 6-52 at 
49 yards, making five golds in succes- 
sion followed by a red. 

Other contenders who must be con- 
sidered in this year’s meet are Col. 
Will Thompson of Seattle, brother of 
Maurice Thompson, the author, who has 
written world-famous works on archery; 
P. Bryant of Boston; W. Clark of Cin- 
cinnati, who has won the national cham- 
pionship several times; T. Hussey and 
G. F. Henry of DesMoines, Ia.; J. M. 
Challis and J. E. Jackson of Atchison, 
Kan.; Dr. E. B. Weston and F. E. Can- 
field, Chicago. 

The tournament will he held on the 
north green of Washington park, and the 
association headquarters will be at the 
Vendome hotel. The last five tourna- 
ments have been held in Chicago, and 
the first in 1879, was held in White Sox 
park, now Grant park.

Ordinances of 1911, Chapter 7 


Concerning 


Care of Shade Trees 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred 
and Eleven. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of 
Boston, as follows 


Section 1. The Public Grounds Depart- 
ment shall be under the charge of the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds, who 
shall have the care and superintendence 
of all the ptiblic grounds and shall have 
full power and authority over all trees, 
plans and shrubs growing, planted and to 
ve planted in the streets of the City of 
Boston except as otherwise srovided! by 
stutute, and except those in the public 
parks, including the right to plant new 
trees and to care for the same. It shall he 
the duty of the Superintendent of Public 
Grounds to superimtend, regulate and en- 
courage the preservation, culture and 
planting of shade and ornamental trees, 
plants and shrubbery in the streets; to 
trim all shade trees standing in pubite 
Stree™ so they will not interfere with 
public travel, and to carry out the orders 
of the Board of Street Commissioners, 
made in accordance with the statutes; 
fo prune, spray, cultivate and otherwise 
Maintain such trees, plants and shrub- 
bery, and to direct the time and method 
of trimming tlie same; to advise, without 
charge, owners and occupants of lots re- 
garding the kind of trees, plants and 
shrubbery which they may contemplate 
planting upon the street or upon private 
property for the purpose of ornamentin

FINDS BATHING» 
FACILITIES IN NEW 
ENGLAND BEST 


William B. de Las Casas, chairman of 
the metropolitan park commission, and 
William D. Austin of the firm of Stick- 
ney & Austin, architects, who returned 


Wednesday from an inspection of bath- 
ing facilities at New York and New 
Jersey shore resorts, will report to the 
Legislature their findings with recom- 
mendations. 

When seen Chairman de Las Casas 
said: “The trip was made with a view 
to considering the feasibility of increas- 
ing the accommodations at our bathing 
resorts without increasing the size of 
the buildings or adding new ones, and 
the probable cost of the same. At no 
place did we find the accommodations 
for the many quite equal to that which 
is provided here. At no place were so 
many persons bathed under the same 
conditions as here.- 

“About all the improvements except 
the locker system have been copied from 
hereabouts. I found no place where 
equal accommodations were provided for 
an equal charge. It was pleasing to 
find out that only one place attempted 
to regulate the time people can remain 
in the water, and the exception was 
at Rockaway, where a card was fur- 
nished the bathers something after the 
regulation restaurant check, which was 
stamped with the time the bather en- 
tered the water, and they had to pay 
when they exceeded this time. There 
was considerable trouble and endless dis-- 
cussion over this and it entailed addi- 
tional help, and the added expense ex- 
ceeded the saving.”

HEARINGS ARE. SET 
FOR NEW B. & E. 
LINE TO DANVERS 


The Boston & Eastern Electric Rail- 
road Company is proceeding toward con- 


struction of this interurban road from 
Boston to Danvers and Peabody. 


The first thing required of it under 
the new law was to file a $100,000 bond 
with the treasurer of the commonwealth, 
and this bond has been filed.

STEEL OUTPUT 
LARGEST OF THE 
YEAR JUST NOW 


Larger Companies Operating 
a Larger Percentage of 
Finishing Capacity Than 
Any Time This Yaer 


NEW YORK—The 
While the market for steel products 
cannot be called active, the fact remains 
that the large steel companies, with 


Iron Age says: 


perhaps one or two exceptions, are oper- 


ating a larger percentage of finishing 
capacity than at any time this year. 
The Steel corporation, which, as already 
intimated, may be doing a little better 
than some of its competitors, 1s now 
producing ingots at an 80 per cent rate. 
Tts oe tbe and new orders in July 
exceeded those for any other month of 
the year. 

Our pig iron statistics show that the 
July production, apart from charcoal 
iron, was 1,793,068 gross tons or 57,841 
tons a day, against 1,787,566 tons, or 
59,585 tons a day, in June. The bank- 
ing of many furnaces on both July 3 
and 4 accounts for the falling off last 
month. Thus August, with daily active 
capacity of 59,990 tons at the opening 
of the month, against 59,979 tons on 
July 1, should show a considerable gain 
over last month. 

Standing alone the figures do not give 
the real story of what is going on in 
pig iron. It needs to be said that while 
197 furnaces were active Aug. 1,or 1 less 
than on July 1, the list of steel works 
furnaces in blast made a net gain of 4 
in the month, while the merchant list 
had a net loss of 6. Merchant stocks 
were reduced in Eastern Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, the South, and in most other 
districts last month, so that the situa- 
tion in foundry iron is veering toward 
the seller’s side. 

The firmer attitude 
maces kas resulted in 
cents in some markets on deliveries run- 
ning through the vear, though the $10 
price for prompt shipment has not en- 
tirelv disappeared. 

In the Central West the chief trans- 
action was the buying of 12,400 tons 
by a large Pittsburg interest for its 
foundries in the Pittsburg and Cleveland 
districts. The prices reported were on 
a Valley basis of $13.50 for No. 2 for 
the last quarter of this vear, and $13.75 
for the first quarter of 1912. Consider- 
able inquiry by malleable foundries is 

‘reported at Chicago and Cincinnati, an 
Indiana car works being still in “the 
market for 10.000 tons. 

The position of eastern pig iron pro- 
ducers has stiffened in view of declining 
stocks and production both in Virginia 
and easf®rn Pennsylvania. Some sales 
from both districts have been’ made to 
pipe makers, who are ready to take more 
if it can be had at recent prices, but sell- 
ers are not anxious for such business. As 
a rule, also, they are staving off inquiry 
for 1912, which is occasional and scant. 

Some business has been done in basic 
in the East and at Pittsburgh. A sale 
‘of 10,000 tons was made to a foundry in 
the Shenango valley at $13 delivered, the 
freight being 40 cents, but $13 is now re- 
garded as the valley price. An eastern 
steel company is sounding the market on 
25,000 tons of basic iron for the first 
quarter, but sellers will not consider $15 
delivered. . 

Railroads continue to gucceed well in 
deferring car and rail buying. The At- 
lantic coast line has placed 1000 cars and 
various inquiries are still out on 12,000 
to 14,000 freight cars. One sale of 20,000 
tons of rails was virtually closed this 
week. 

The structural situation is more prom- 
ising.

Cotton Mills Grow 


Referring to the industrial develop-

years, from 126, employing 112,000 per- | 


sons, to 232, employing 236,000 persons. 
In the same period the jute mills had 


doubled in number and the persons em- | 


ployed in them had increased from 61,- 
000 to 192,000. 

There were at the present time 2500 
factories worked by mechanical power 
employing something like 1,000,000 
people. In 10 years’ time the petroleum 
output had quadrupled and had reached 
as much as 176,000,000 gallons. There 
were in India today 2156 registered com- 
panies with a nominal capital of £60,- 
000,000 ($300,000,000) of which £40.- 
000,000 ($200,000,000 had been paid up. 

Referring to the question of agri- 
enjture, Mr. Montagu expressed his 
vevief that Indian agriculture was going 
to be saved by the system of cooperative 
credit. Though the system had come 
from the west he thought that even Eng- 
Jand had something to learn from India 
in this respect. 


Hoards Coming Out 


In three years the number of societies 
had increased from 1357 to 3498, the 
membership from 150,000 to 231,000, and 
the working capital from £306,000 
($1,500,000) to £800,000 ($4,000,000). 
Probably 1,000,000 people were affected 
by the movement. Little could have been 


ficent help of honorary workers. One 
feature of the movement was that much 
of the hoarded wealth of the country was 
being entrusted to the cooperative 
banks.

Next month similar action 
may be taken, and in a way alarming to all 
well-wishers of the metropolis, unless dur- 
ing coming weeks it is made clear to leg- 
islators that there is a limit to the citys 
patience with Albany control and refusal to 
accept a charter that craftily fixes-upon the city extension of Tam- 
many'’s power. Only the spasm of self-assertion and power which 
Governor Dix displayed just before the recent Legislature adjourned 
prevented a bi-partizan combine of “machinists” from ramming 
the new charter through last month without. any chance for the 
citizens affected to protest. 

Fortunately, despite untoward climatic’ conditions and the 
exodus from the city of many of its best residents, there are rebel- 
lions stirring now that make it probable that when the charter comes 
up for discussion in the fall the effort to use rural Republicans 
as instruments to rivet Tammany’s collar tighter on the necks of 
New Yorkers will be blocked. The Chamber of Commerce, the 
Citizens Union, the bureau of municipal research and the City 
Club are alert now and busy organizing obstruction. The “jokers” 
of the proposed chafter are being discovered and given publicity. 
Analysis by the experts of the bureau of municipal research is Show- 
ing what the extra costs to taxpayers will be. Merchants are rising 
up to protest against further handicaps to economical administration 
and to new torms of “graft” toll on honest business. Best of all, 
the absurdity of the situation is becoming. patent to the electorate 
generally. Paternity of the proposed charter no one dares claim 
or acknowledge. The motives for its forrmation and desired imposi- 
tion are ulterior. It will be scoffed-out of the way before there is 
need to argue against it, judging by present indications. 

New York needs a new charter along the lines recommended 
by the Ivins commission: Until conditions change at Albany the 
effort to secure an organic law for the metropolis that is framed to 

. promote public welfare is useless. The best that can be hoped for 
now is to block enactment of ‘the charter that Tammany desires 
but dares not admit it does, lest the admission seal the fate of 
the measure. : | :
